The Authority shall provide technical assistance and guidance to ' 
the concerned State Government, Union territoiy Governments or 
Administrations, the State Coastal Zone Management Authorities, the 
Union territoiy Coastal Zone Management Authorities, and other 
institutions or organisations as may be found necessary, in matters 
relating to the protection and improvement of the coastal environment.

V. The Authority shall put in place a general planning guideline to be 
adopted which will ordinarily obviate need for case-by-case examination, 
enabling it to accord approvals for the most part on the basis of the ?v 
examination done by the State or Union territory Coastal Zone 
Management Authorities. 

VI. The Authority may advise the Central Government on policy, 
planning, research and development, setting up of centres of excellence 
and funding, in matters relating to Coastal Regulation Zone 
Management.

' coastal regulation zone which may be referred to it by the Central

VIII. The Authority shall furnish report of its activities and the activities 

of the State Coastal Zone Management Authorities and Union territory 
Coastal Zone Management Authorities at least once in six months to the

IX. The Authority shall place information regarding the agenda and 
minutes of its meetings in the public domain, including through Internet 
website www.envfor.nic.in , and shall create provision for displaying of 

status of proposals received from State and Union territories.

subject to the supervision and control of the Central Government.
